Durban. March 7 —[Special Cable- 


gram |—Major Peandergast at the head 
of u flying column hns entered tho Trans- 
vaal and after defeating the Boers in 
several skirmishes is lodged at Calaaa 
hill, nine miles inside of the boundary. 
He entered by the way of Zululand. 


London, March 
7— [Special Cable- 


gram]—Gen. Roberts wired fromOsfoc- 
tein this afternoon that the enemy was 
in full retreat, closely pursued by cav- 
alry, horse artillery and mounted in- 
fantry. 


Gen. .Roberts' dispatch as above is 


dated today and the news causes aston- 
ishment. 


The latest press dispatches stated that 


the Boers on Roberts' fiont had gath- 
ered ia force and were busy intrenching 
their position. It was thought that 
Roberts would win but only after a bard 
fight. His quick success is therefore a 
big surprise. 
The dispatch in full fol- 


lows: 


':Our operations today promise to be 


a great success. 
The enemy occupied 


a position extendidg four miles north 
and eleven miles south of the Modder. 
I placed 'Coleville's division on the north 
l«mk and Kelly-Keney's on the south. 
The cavalry succeeded in turning the 
enemy's left, opening a road for the 
Sixth d< vision which is now 'advancing 
without having to fire a shot. 


"At the present 
time (noon) the 


enemy is ic full retreat closely followed 
by the cavalry, horse artillery 
and 


mounted infantry; 
Tho casualties I 


trust will be few as the enemy is quite 
xinprertared for either flank attack or 
the threatening ot their Bloemfontein 
communications. 


JLomlon Waiting for News

garine manufacturers and all who have 
common interests with them are making 
their most stubborn fight on the Grout 
'bill now before congress, proposing a 
tax of 10 cents a pound on colored oleo- 
margarine. 


\V. M. Campbell, vice president of the 


St. Paul Live Stock Exchange has sect 
a protest to congress setting forth the 
position of the stockmen in the strongest 
terms. 


He calls ex-Gov. Hoard's interview, 


promising opposition nt the polls to any 
who may not support the measure "an 
argument addressed not to the reason 
but to the cowardice of men." 


As for the deceit ot coloring oleo, he 


says it is what the buttermakers do 
eight out of twelve months, color their 
butter to the hue it naturally has the 
other four months. And if Gov. Hoard 
says the dairy interests are taxed, why, 
so are the interests that supply the raw 
materials for eleo. 
The butter itselE is 


not taxed, not a pound of it. 
And then 


he attacks it as class legislation. 


Crresit .Destruction of Values 


"The inevitable result of the Grout 


bill," he says, "will be the destruction of 
the industry (as is, unquestionably its 
purpose).

wholly independent of the fluctuations 
of price owing to the changes in the re 
lationi of demand and supply. The 
destruction of values would run into the 
millions annually. Is this alone not a 
reaction that should make you hesitate 
before yielding to the demands of a 
small class oC producers?"

opposition to the Porto Eico tariff as 
an anti-administration faction within the 
party with ex-President Benjamin Har- 
rison as its leader. 


The advisers of' the president profess 


to have evidence that General Harrison 
is lending his name to an effort to spring 
a coup similar to that of the Elaine men 
a few months before the convention in 
1892, and that the friends of the ev- 
president have seized upon the Porto 
Eican tariff bill as an. incident which 
may be used to create an anti adminis- 
tration demonstration. 


As McKinley's name was sprung al 


Minneapolis to rally the anti-adminis- 
tration forces after the refusal of Mr. 
Elaine to allow his name to be used, so 
friends of the president would not be 
surprised to see General Harrison's name 
sprung now to rally the anti-adminis 
tration re-publicans against the presi- 
dent 


May Force Passage of Hill 


In tho senate at tho present time the 


influence of party discipline is being ex- 
hibited more strongly than it was in the 
house lost week. There are two propo- 
sitions —the Hay-Pauncefote treaty and 
the Porto Eican tariff—which have' been 
given the party tug, and the chances 
favor.the passage o£ both.

however, that two-thirds of the republi- 
cans and about all the democrate ure 
opposed bitterly to the tariff find the 
treaty. 


Practically tivery republican senator 


between the Allegbanies and the Eockies 
has been bombarded with telegrams pro- 
testing vigorously against both of tho 
administration measures.

TCico have rendered it impossible for us 
to justify our course. I cannot explain 
my course to my people, except to say 
the president wanted it, and I did it for 
his sake and his alone.

"The people of my state are apparently 


unanimous, but the president believes he 
is right, and the people will sooner or 
later follow him. 
Perhaps they will, 


but it doesn't look like it now. 


Oppose S-pooncr Resolution. 


"The leaders in my state are equally 


opposed to the 
Spooner resolution, 


which proposes to give the president 
absolute power in the Philippines. They 
say the democrats will charge'this is tho 
establishment of a dictatorship, and 
they fear the labor votowill shy at this. 
In my opinion congress should not ad- 
journ without establishing a provincial 
government for the Philippines. Yet I 
understand the president 
favors the 


Spooner bill. If so I 
will support it. 


There is no doubt in the world that to- 
day the policy of the administration is 
hostile to the feelings of almost all the 
people. 
The president says n change 


will came, and if it does before the 
November election it will be all right, 
but my colleagues in the senate who will 
also vote to sustain the president, are 
getting nervous, and there is no use dis- 
guising the fact."

Story I'rlntofl In Manila Says GeucraL'a 


L>eatli Was Reault of a Plot. 


Sail Franqisco, Gal., March ?.•—The 


New Orient, a newspaper published at 
Manila, copies of which have just been 
received, prints a sensational story ot 
a conspiracy among prominent Fili- 
pinos, who have pose* as "amigos." 


The story, for which the paper-does 


not stand sponsor, asserts that the 
members of the conspiracy raised a 
fund to reward those who should pick 
out mid kill prominent American of- 
ficers. 


"It is known," the story goes on. 


"that the insurgents attempted to kill. 
Gen. 
Law-ton while on the north line, 


and the ocasion chosen was when Ma- 
jor Howard was killed on a river boat. 
The rebels had learned that Law-ton 
was to take that boat and made a des- 
perate attempt to kill him. but killed 
Major Howard instead. Gen. Lawton, 
owing to some accident, did not take 
the boat as he intended". 


"•When the news of 
Gen. Lawton's 


death reached Manila there was great 
rejoicing in certain native circles. In 
Binondo and Toncio districts particu- 
larly was this the case, and it was at 
once proposed tn raise a purse to re- 
ward the man who slew him, and ha 
was paid $25.000."

Building Material Firms of Chicago, 


Agree to Shut Down Until End 


of Strike, 


Chicago, March 7—Chicago manu- 


facturers of building material agreed 
yesterday to lock up their plants and 
suspend 
business 
operations 
indtin- 


itely 
or 
until the settlement of the 


widespread labor troubles. Bepresenta- 
ti,ves of fifty-one companies reached the 
unanimous decision and the shut dowu 
will become effective at once. 
Already 


tho Western Stone company has closed 
all its works, laying off over 2,000 men, 


The direct result of the agreement 


will be to throw 10,000 men 
out of 


work and to tie up the $20,000,000 capi- 
tal invested in thp various 
material 


plants. The indirect results will be cal 
culated later. 


The material manufacturers declare 


they ure not favoring one side or the 
other in the 
strife between 
the coo- 


tractors and tho building trades unions: 
but this contest has cut off all demands 
for materials, and that their 
factories 


have been running at a loss, the con- 
tinuation of which, would mean ruin to 
them. 


Not One is Left Alive to Tell How the 


Disaster Happened—Shock Felt for 
Miles 
Around—Agonized Women 


and Children Rush to the Scene and 


Fill the Air With Heartrending Cries 
For Dead Loved Ones. 


Thurmond, Va., March 7—[Special 


Telegram J—The work of recovering the 
victims in yesterday's mine disaster con- 
tinues slowly. 
Up to 
this morning 


thirty bodies have been recovered. 
The 


work of rescue was kept up all through 
the night. 
The superintendent of the 


mines says that the death list 
will not 


exceed forty. If tho explosion- had oc- 
curred twenty minutes later the loss of 
life would have exceeded one hundred 
and fifty. 


The mine has for months been consid- 


ered dangerous it is claimed. 
Special 


trains from Charleston and other points 
are bringing hundreds of men to aid in 
rescue work. Doctors and undertakers 
arrived this morning. 


Wails Are Huurtreudiiij^. 


After the explosion the mouth of the 


mine was found jammed almost full of 
carts, mules, and a few human bodies. 


Hundreds of women, wives, daughters 


and sweethearts of the unfortunate ones, 
are crowding about the mouth of the 
mine this morning and their wails are 
heartrending. The.bodies of the vic- 
tims that have been rescued now lie in a 
blacksmith shop on the mountain side. 
They are blackened and mangled and 
will probably never be recognized. 


These mines usually employ 150 peo- 


ple, but Sherman Shirkey, tho book- 
keeper, states th,at fora week only about 
three-fourths of the men have been on 
duty. Fully 80 per cent of the miners 
were white people and about GO per 
cent were married men. 


The mine is the property of the Eed 


Ash Coal company. 1he principal ownei 
of which is J. Fred Efb'nger of Staun- 
ton, 
Va. Ferdinand Howard of Eush 


Eun is tbe manager.

Portions of a body were found after 


the explosion hanging to a tree almost 
sixty yards from the mouth of the mine. 


Andrew Pritt, chancellor commander 


of Beury lodge, Knights of Pythias, was 
taken from the mine, but was unable to 
speak, and died soon afterward. 
More 


than a dozen doctors were dispatched to 
the scene from the various towns in the 
vicinity, but their services have been 
unnecessary. All the victims are dead. 


The mine is in a mountain overhang- 


ing the little town ot Eed Ash. where 
most of the miners lived. 
The opening 


was high upon the mountain wall, about 
700 feet above the west side of New 
river. 


The town of Eed Ash, where yester- 


day were hundreds of happy homes, is 
in mourning today. In every street 
weeping women can be beard iuterming- 
ling thoir cries with the screams of 
fatherless children. 


At noon forty bodies had been recov-

FARMERS LOOKING FOR MEN IN 


JANESVILLE.. 


Are Willing; to Pay Good Wages to the 


Right Kind of Laborers—Wages 
This Summer Will Be High—Aver- 
age $22 to $25 a Month For Good 
Farm Hands. 


Rock county farmers report that there 


is a great scarcity of Carm help. 
The 


time of the year has arrived when they 
hire th'oir help for the season aod the 
same conditions are now prevailing as in 
the spring of 1892, for at that time it 
was almost impossible to secure help 
and it could only be obtained by a very 
high rate of wages. Wages during that 
great industrial year averaged from $22 
to 825 per month, but during the fol- 
lowing year wages dropped to from $10 
to 820 and but few farmers have paid 
much higher wages since. 
Wagea this 


year have suddenly jumped up 822 to 
$25 and considerable 
difficulty is en- 


countered in securing help at those 
prices. 


The men who ai'e hired for the season 


generally begin work on March 1, but a 
large number of farmers have not yet 
hired their help. 
The scarcity is caused 


by the great demand for men in tho 
factories and other places 
oC employ- 


ment, and to work in the cities is more 
desired than to work in the rural dis- 
tricts. The sum of $25 per month is 
big wages to earn on a farm, for this 
includes boarding, washing and mending 
of clothes and often the keeping of a 
horse or furnishing of a Iwrse fot- the 
man. These extras would bring the 
wages up to $45 per month, which is 
more than many school teachers, 
office 


and store clerks earn. The farm hand 
has also the advantage of.being able to 
lay aside more of his earnings than the 
teachers and clerks, for he does not 
come in daily contract with the places to 
dispose of money, and society does not 
lay the claim on him it does on teachers 
and clerks.

Gov, 
Scofield Has Issued a Proclamation 


Designating Friday, 


May 4. . 


Madison, \Vis., March 7—Gov, Sco 


Reid has issued a proclamation designat- 
ing Friday. May 4 as Arbor and . Bird 
day. It is as follows: 


"By legislative enactment the govern- j 


or is authorized to set apart one day in 
the year to be known as Arbor and Bird 
day. 


"The beneficent results of this enact- 


ment are everywhere apparent. 
Not 


only are the school grounds and public 
parka of the state being made attractive 
by tree-planting and a deep interest in 
the preservation of our song birds being 
awakened among the young, but there 
is coming to be among the people of 
the state generally a clearer understand- 
ing of the economic volue of the forest 
and bird preservation. 


"In order that this interest in the 


forests and birds may be maintained I, 
Edward Scofield. governorof Wisconsin, 
by the authority vested in me by the 
legislature, do hereby set apart and des- 
ignate Friday, May 4, 1900, to be Arbor 
and Bird day. 


"It is highly desirable that all the 


public schools and the places of learn- 
ing generally throughout the state do, 
upon that day, hold appropriate exer- 
cises, to the end that the young may 
grow into an intelligent appreciation of 
those attractions with which nature has 
endowed our state, and come to discern 
the relationship between beauty and 
usefulness.

Washington, March 7.—The senate 


has adopted the conference report on 
•ihe financial hill. 
There was

markable exhibition of apathy, consid- 
ering the great importance oE the leg- 
islation proposed. Discussion ceased 
fifteen minutes before tlie expiration 
o£ the time allotted for it, and consid- 
eration of minor bills was begun. The 
report was agreed'to by a vote of 44 to 
2G, the report having a majority of IS. 


Mr. Allen and 
Mr. Butler 
spoke 


briefly on the report. 
Mr. Allen said 


he did not suppose it would bo denied 
that the adoption of tiie gold standard 
was a gross violation of the republican 
policy as enunciated in the republican 
platform of 1890, nor would it be de- 
nied, he thought, that the republican 
party has made no honest 
effort to 


bring about bimetallism.. 


Mr. Aldricli, chairman of the finance 


committee, said: "I will interject into 
the senator's remarks, with his per- 
mission, a.denial of every statement 
he has made, and the probability is 
that at the conclusion of his speech I 
can enter the same denial." 
Later on, 


when Mr. Allen declared the bill re- 
quired the payment of all debts, pub- 
lic and private, in gold coin, Senatoi 
Aldrich entered a straight denial, and 
did the same thing when Mi1. Allen as- 
serted that it conferred unlimited pow- 
er for .the issuance of bonds. 


Mr. Allen retorted that the whole 


measure reduced every contract to the 
gold standard. He especially attacked 
the measure because of .the favors 
which, he said, it extended to the na- 
tional banks. 
The 
pending bill, he 


said, would be more far-reaching in its 
blighting consequences than any meas- 
ure he had ever known and its enact- 
ment would be ti-'terrible, calamity to 
the people. 


Mr. Aldrich briefly replied to Mr. 


Allen, denying that the measure ex- 
tended to national banks any addition- 
al privileges. There was not, he said, 
the least danger of Inflation by the is- 
suance of national bank currency un- 
der the provisions of -the pending bill. 
The entire amount possible to be is- 
sued by the banks would be $(509,000,- 
000. an increase of $300.000.000 over the 
present national bank currency. Mr. 
Aldrich then asked Mr. Butler if he 
and his party still favored free coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 1C to 1, 
and Mr. Butler not answering directly, 
Mr. Aldrich charged the populist party 
had abandoned free coinage of silver. 
Mr, Butler protested against this ver- 
sion o£ his remarks. 
At 4 o'clock the 


vote was taken. 


Mr. Nelson introduced an
